Algiers, May ut. 
N.thé sth Inftant, the four French Men of 
War that are to carry to Conftantinople 
M. d’Andrezel, the French Ambsffadour, 
artived at Two a-Clock in the Afternoon 
in our Road, where they caft Anchor. On the 
th the faid Ambaffadour went a-fhoar, and was 
fitured by five Guns as he paffed by the Mole. In 
the Afternoon he went to the Dey, who bad invi- 
ted him by a Chiaux,: and who received him with 
great Diftintion in a Gallety of the Palace ; an Arm 
Chair was prefented to him, where he fat down, 
and aftee having pat on bis Hat, he told the Dey 
allthe Obligations France has laid upon the Re- 
ency of Algiers, which relieved them in their 
ant, and efpecially in the Times of Dearth : Af- 
ter that, he demanded SatisfaGtion for the 
which feveral French Merchant Ships had received 
from theie Cruizers. To this the Dey aofwered, 
That be could not fatisfy him for what had paff; 
before his Adminiftration, batthat he engaged 
take Care that the like lofringemente of the Trea- 
ties fhoald sot happen for the future, and that theie 
Privateers fhould make full Reparation in cafe they 
fhould commit any Violence without bis Participa: 
tion. Whenithis Conference was over, all Sorts of 
Refrefhmeote were brought and ferved 5 dori 
which, the Mufick, compofed of feveral Sorts o 
Inftruments, was playing; after which, the 
fhew’d the Ambaffadoug all the Apartments of bis 
‘Palace, who took his Leave of him at Five a-Clock, 
aod returned o0 board the Solide, one of the four 
Men of Wat, which is-cow making ready to fet 
Sail the 14th to carry that Minifter to Tunis. ‘Rear 
Admiral Godin, who commands the five Meniof 
War of the Dutch Squadron, came into our Road 
the 3d Inftant, and after having faluted with nine 
Guns, which the City did not anfwer vo more than 
his other Signals, he bore off again till the 4th ia 
the Evening, whes he caft Anchor, The fame Da 
in the Afternoon he fent an Officer a-fhoar, to ar 
whether the Regency would hearken to Propofals 
of Peace ;~ but the Dey exculed himfclf that hs 
could returo.no pofitive Anfwer)for want.of having 
then fomebody aboot him to tranflate the Admiral’s 
‘Letter, and as it was aboutthe, Time to fhuttp 
‘the Gates of the City, he refesred the Matter*to 
‘the next Day, the sth, letting at the fame time the 
faid Officer know, that the Dutch might comea- 
fhoar if they thought fir.
